They 
will return at once and join In the hunt 
with a stronger determination than ever 
to run dowci the murderers. 


Sheriff ThomM says it IB now believed 


that the Shaws are quarantined in a 
swamp in West Rochester^ a few miles 
west of the place where Deputy Sheriff 
Hoffraa/n was shot OB Friday, and that 
tialr capture, dead or alive, is only a 
matter of a short Qme. Deputy Thomas 
was but1 a short distance away at the 
,tlmc »f the shooting, which occurred on 
tbft top of Plttsfleld mountain.

Peculiar Position of a Germam-.Cof- 


fee Planter. 


In the course of an account of "Our 


Friend the Sultan of Jolo" in The Cen- 
tury for May Charles B. Hagadorn, 
secretary of the acting governor of 
the islands to whose native ruler Amer- 
ica now pays tribute, tells of the pe- 
culiar position occupied by a German 
settler in Jolo, or Sulu. 


Europeans 
have never settled in 


these islands. The Moros are rather 
uncomfortable neighbors, and the dif- 
ficulty of growing crops in the constant, 
fear of losing one's head has deterred 
the less venturesome from trying the 
experiment. 
One German, 
a Mr. 


Schuck, has a beautiful coffee plajita- 
tion about a mile from our gates, but 
his father was a warm friend of the 
former sultan and got the title of aa 
estate, which, his son has developed. 
Seventy acres of it is planted in cof- 
fee and next year will produce an ex- 
cellent crop. 


Mr. Schuck married the daughter of 


the former sultan's prime miniflter, 
and his 20 years of experience, togeth- 
er with his wife's influence, has made 
his venture a success. 
He is known 


to all the Moros and wields considera- 
ble influence over them. 
He writes 


and speaks their language perfectly 
and knows their habits, customs and 
character. He has been most useful 
as interpreter and intermediary be- 
tween us and them, and .without him 
our progress would have been exceed- 
ingly slow. 


Paris, April 30.—An accident threw a 


pall over the happiness of an immense 
throng who had profited by the mag- 
nificent weather to visit the exposition 
on Sunday. 
Nine persons were killed 


and at least 40 injured as the result of 
the collapse of a bridge. 


Not m-erely the interior of the grounds, 


but the precincts also, were crowded, 
and the concourse was particularly 
great along the Avenue 
de Suffren, 


which forms the northern boundary of 
the grounds. 


Here is situated a big side-show, the 


Celestial Globe. A foot bridge, on which 
the fliiishirg touch*; were being- put. 
crosses the Avenue f a Suffren, connect- 
ing the side-shou with the exhibition 
It was construct/1 of wood, with a 
stucco facade and with a plaster-made 
tower at each end. 


Strangely enough, the bridge had been 


condemned only yesterday morning as 
unsafe by the exhibition authorities. 
The public was therefore not allowed to 
go upon the structure^ and in this way a 
disaster even mare terrible than which 
occurred was averted. 


The gay crowd was passing along the 


avenue and some hundred or more per- 
sons wEsce walking beneath the bridge, 
when suddenly an ominous crash was 
heard. Before those underneath could 
turn aside, the structure fell with a fear- 
ful crash, •'burjring nearly 50. 


A Bhoutof Wbrror rose from the specta- 


tors, mingled with the cries of the vic- 
tims. For a moment nothing could be 
distinguished but a cloud of dust and 
plaster. A eeene of the greatest excite- 
ment 'and confusion followed. But this 
was only for a few seconds. Almost im- 
mediately the crowd attacked the debris 
in an effort to release those lying be- 
neath. Wooden beams and poles were 
hastily brought from the half-finished 
buildings, near by and were used as levers 
to raise the fallen-mass. 


The victims first recovered were most- 


ly only the injured, tie dead1 being found 
later beneath the center of the structure. 
The fgrst body was found after a quarter 
of an hour's frantic labor. It was that of 
a little girl, about 7 years of age, whose 
head was horribly crushed. Victim af- 
ter victim was brought to light, until a 
row of six mutilated corpses had been 
placed upon the sidewalk, and nearly 40 
other persons, some badly and others 
less seriously injured, had been carried 
In ambulances aifij driven to the hospi- 
tals, where two af iecward died. 


The weighty plaster towers seem to 


have been responsible foor the, fall of the 
structure. 


The disaster is. the leading topic of dis- 


cussion, and strong criticism is levelled 
against the exhibition authorities for 
allowing an unfinished structure to 
jeopardize the lives of citizens, fears be- 
ing expressed that the incomplete state 
of the works within the exposition 
grounds themselves might lead to a 
similar accident. 


The exhibition authorities, however, 


are not responsible for the defective con- 
struction of the foot bridge, which was 
erected by the management of the Celes- 
tial Globe. As a result of the accident 
M. LePine, prefect of police, has or- 
dered the closing of several side-shows, 
the structural arrangements of which 
are considered dangerous. 


Several of the morning papers pro- 


nounce severe cmfeisms. The Matin 
says: There is only one judgment to de- 
liver on this sad event. It is this. Those 
who did not think of preventing the pub- 
lic from passing under a cardboard 
bridge, after having themselves recog- 
nized it as unsafe, and those who have 
opened attractions to visitors which are 
not protected against flre, are guilty of 
crime. 


It calls upon the authorities to thor- 


oughly Inspect hastily-built buildings 
and'to destroy those which present tho 
least danger. It also urges the closing 
of dome buildings and the appointment 
of a committe of inquiry, declaring that 
this is a necessary guarantee of publio 
security.

NEW RUSSIAN EXPEDITION."! 


Oaroa Toll Will Lead an Exploring? 


Party to Sannikotf Land, 
I 


One of the most important polar ex- 


peditions to be in the field this year Is 
the part>' that Baron E. v.on Toll will 
take into the arctic waters north of 
Siberia for the purpose of exploring, 
SanuiUoff Laud, which has been seen 
at a distance, but never visited, says 
tlie New York Sun. Many cartogra- 
phers long declined to Indicate this land 
on their maps because they thought the 
evidence of Its existence was not relia- 
ble. It was first seen by the Yakutsk 
merchant, Jacob Saunlkoff. When on 
a visit to the New Siberia Islands In 
1811, he saw on a clear summer day 
from the northern island of the group 
the coast line of this hitherto unknown 
land. No one saw this land again until 
Baron von Toll, standing on Kotelnol 
island of the New Siberian group in 
18S6, was rewarded with a distant 
view of It. Since then cartographers 
have not hesitated to indicate this laud 
on their maps. 
, It is the belief of Baron von Toll that 
Sannikoff Land Is a part of an archi- 
pelago to which the De Long Islands, 
discovered by the unfortunate Jean- 
nette expedition, also belong. He thinks 
it probable that he will find an archi- 
pelago of Important extent, though It 
Is not likely that it includes islands of 
very large size. 


The expedition is on a much more 


ambitious scale than that first plan- 
ned by Baron von Toll. He has pur- 
chased a Norwegian whaler, renamed 
it the Sarja and will start from St Pe- 
tersburg about the middle of June, ac- 
companied by 20 men, Including an as- 
tronomer, a zoologist and a physician. 
He will steam through the Arctic 
north of Norway into the Kara sea, 
but does not expect to advance in the 
first season much beyond the Taimyr 
peninsula, where he will spend next 
winter. 
In the summer of 1901 he 


will endeavor to push his vessel to the 
north of the New Siberia islands and 
find a v> inter harbor either upon San- 
nikoff Land or Bennett island. 
He 


will then give a year to his explora- 
tions in this region. 


The baron is well known to be one 


of the most scientific of explorers, and 
the importance of his enterprise is en- 
hanced by the fact that his scientific 
work will be of the best quality. He 
will g.ve particular attention to mete- 
orological researches, and if the region 
to be visited is really the center of a 
considerable cluster of land masses 
he will carefully map them and learn 
as much of them as possible in the 
time at his disposal. Then in the snm- 
mer of 1902 ho wiU begin his home- 
ward Journey, passing out of arctic 
waters through Bering strait, thus be- 
ing the second to make the northeast 
passage which Nordenskjold" was the 
first to accomplish.

CITY OF OTTAWA. 


Oa»AItlon of Canada'* Capital Be* 


fore the Fire—It* HUtory. 


Ottawa, the capital of the Dominion 


of Canada, which was recently visited 
by a most disastrous-fire, Is situated 
on the Ottawa river 90 miles above 
Ito Junction with tb* St Lawrence. 
Ottawa Is on the east bank of the riv- 
er, which runs from north to south 
and turns to the west at the lower end 
of the city. Hull, where the flre start- 
ed, is on the left bank of the river in 
the bend. Hull is connected with Ot- 
tawa by a suspension bridge and a fer- 
ry. It was the first settlement in the 
neighborhood of Ottawa. 


One Philemon Wright of Woburn, 


Mass., settled on the Hull side of the 
Chaudiere falls, 200 feet wide and 40 
feet In fall, at the bend of the river. 
Wright gave the Ottawa side of the 
settlement to a teamster named Sparks 
in lieu of a debt of $800. Sparks street 
in Ottawa is the bjidiest street of the 
town. 
The settlement was at first 


called Bytown after an English civil 
engineer. The name was 
changed 


when, in 1854, the city was incorporat- 
ed. In 1858 Ottawa was selected by 
the queen as the capital of the Do- 
minion, because the rivalry between 
Montreal, Quebec, Kingston and Toron- 
to threatened permanent dissensions. 
The first session af parliament was 
held there in 1S65. 


The population of Ottawa and Hull 


in 1803 was 61,265, of whom more 
than half were of French descent. The 
city is divided almost in half by the 
Rideau canal, says the New Tork Sun. 
The canal was cut in 1S27 at a cost of 
§2,500,000 to enable warships to go 
from lower Canada to upper Canada 
without going through the St. Law- 
rence, exposed to the United States 
forts. 
To the south of the canal is 


Parliament hill, on which the govern- 
ment buildings stand. These buildings 
were built at a cost up to 1892 of $5,- 
000,000. A mile and a half from the 
government buildings is Rideau hall, 
the residence of the governor general. 


The commercial part of the city is 


mainly on the southern side of the 
canal and the residential part on the 
north side. The archbishop of Ontario 
lives at Ottawa, as well as the Angli- 
can bishop of Ontario. There are 35 
churches in the city and a large num- 
ber of schools and colleges, including 
the Roman Catholic University of Ot- 
tawa. There are ten chartered banks 
with a paid up capital of $40,000,000. 
The principal business of the town is 
lumbering. Before the fire there were 
enough sawmills within the city lim- 
its alone to turn out 200,000,000 feet of 
lumber a year. Inside and outside the 
ciry limits 860,000,000 feet are sawed 
every year. Seven main lines of rail- 
road connect with the city. They are 
the Canada Pacific, the Canada Atlan- 
tic, the Grand Trunk, the St. Lawrence 
and Ottawa, the Ottawa and Gatineau 
Valley, the Pontiac and Pacific Junc- 
tion and the New York and Ottawa, 
and there are several branch lines. 
The exports of the city in 1892 were 
$3,741,201. The imports were $1,942,- 
051.

The projectile, with its 
initial velocity cf 2,600 feet a second,

To attain its 


masinium range the projectile will 
reach an elevation of five miles, and 
the pressure on the gun at the time of 
its discharge will be 36,000 pounds 1o 
the square inch. 


Although the gun is of monstrous 


proportions, it is put together with 
the nicety of a delicate instrument, 
and the difference between the outside 
radius of the gun itself an<i the inside 
radius of the jacket, which was shrunk 
on recently, -was only six one-hundreths 
of an inch, after the jacket had been 
heated. The jacket, weighing 30 tons, 
vras liftefl while hot from the furnace 
and swung up over the gun and then 
lowered into place.

Tht. Fb.NAL.TY OF MUSIC. 


Player* "Who Are Forced to Quit Bc- 


oaaae of Deufuesn. 


"PVw realize how many musicians 


are obliged to go out of the business 
on account of deafness," said an old 
musician to a reporter. "Only a few of 
the thousands of players In tlie coun- 
try become famous. The great mass 
of them plod along day after day in the 
same old path. When one of us drops 
out, no one cares to Inquire why, but 
many times the reason is deafness and 
nothing else. 


"Loss of hearing is particularly the 


affliction of those who play brass ln« 
struments. A cornetist who has play- j 
ed in Kansas City orchestras for many, j 
years has stopped playing now be- 
cause he Is losing his faculty of heais 
ing. He went out of the business be- 
fore it was too late, ^any of the old 
players hang to their "Instruments until 
the loudest strains of an orchestra or 
clamor of a band sounds to them like a 
mere hum. Then they are forced to 
stop. Their usefulness is gone. 


"The musician's deafness is undoubt- 


edly caused by the injurious effects of 
the constant vibration, of musical notes 
upon the delicate machinery of the ear. 
A man who blows a cornet or a trom- 
bone or a horn of any kind for several 
hours will notice a queer buzzing in his 
ears. When the playing is kept up ev- 
ery day in the week and every week in 
the year for a long number of years, 
it's no wonder that deafness comes. 
Some muarMrfans play without effort. 
Their skill is natural. They pour ou$ 
music as free as breath. But the skill 
of others is acquired only by hard and 
constant labor. In addition to their 
regular playing in band or orchestra 
they must practice industriously sever- 
al hours every day. And these are the 
ones who lose their hearing and drop 
out of sight unnoticed."—Kansas City 
Star.

bees »re pretty sure to be lost. 


Eitracted honey is much easier cared 


for than comb honey. 
If properly cared 


for, it will keep good for years. 


If one does not practice clipping the 


queen bees, he is almobt certain to be 
bothered with swarms clustering in difli- 
cult and inaccessible places or going 
off. 


If by any means a colony is deprived c? 


thejr queen, the bees will set to work 
and raise another if aaJy they have any 
worker larvae in the hive with which to 
do it. 


Transferring can be done with more 


ease and-with better results in the spring, 
as at that time the occupants of the hive 
are fewest in number and the combs are 
lightest.—St Louis Republic.
